and Mr. Harding does not object, it be- 
comes clear that the way to enter the 
"League does not lie in the direction 
of Mr. Harding. The only hope prom-

Beetles Damaging 


Ohio Grain In Bins] 


Small beetles which work -in era hi 


are doing considerable damage in Ohio, 
according to reports -which have been 
received at the College of Agriculture. 
The beetles can bo killed by fumigat- 
ing with carbon bisulfide, using eight 
pounds of carbon bisullide to each 
thousand cubic feet space, says Prof. 
T. H. Parks, extension entomologist of 
the Ohio State Unlveibity.* It is neces- 
sary that the bins are ilrst sealed aa 
tight as possible, he says. 
Then ei- 


pose the carbon bisulfide in shallow 
pans on top of the grain. 
The gaa is 


heavier than air and sin,ks through the 
'gram, killing the mse&ts. 
If the gimin 


is mofe than 21-2 feet deep in the bin, 
pour some of the liquid down short 
i>k?ces of gas pipe, stored at the lower 
end and thrust Into the grain to a 
depth of 2 or 3 feet 
Push the stop- 


per out with a wire and pour some of 
the liquid down the pipe. 
Repeat at 


intervals over the grain. 
To fumi 


gate the top surface eipose the carbon j 
bisulfide in shallow pans as previously 
mentioned. 
Kepp the bin closed tight 


for 36 hours. 
This treatment will not 


injure germination If not closed over 
40 hours. 
The fumigation should be 


'done when the temperature is 70 de- 


i grees or above. Fires should be kept 
away.

A summary of his life to date reads 


like this: 
Farm boy, baseball pitcher, printer, 


union labor organizer, township clerk, 
county auditor, member of the Fourth 
Constitutional Convention, state audi- 
tor. 


And last, but by no means least, 


he's the daddy of 11 children. 


Vic stacks up as one of the "com- 


mon foHc," and possesses an unusually 
good nose for smelling padded 
ex- 


pense accounts. 
Thru his refusal to 


permit politicians to "gouge" the state 
treasury during his term as state au- 
ditor, he has made many political en- 
emies. 


But such enemies don't worry Vic. 


In this campaign he's telling the peo- 
ple: 
"I kept faith as auditor; I'll 


keep faith as governor." 


Donahey is 47 years old. Tuscar'aw-

WAS A "REG'LAR BOY"

and went thru with his decision in 
spite of his father's protest. 


He went to work for Henry, Billet, a

Vic's dad slipped Billet a tip to the 


effect that if the latter would "work 


, Vic hard" maybe the boy would be 


glad enough to quit work and go back 
to school. After trying to follow the 
tip for three months, Billet reported 
to the elder Donahey that it couldn't 
be done—that "th.e only way to break 
that boy's spirit is to break his neck,"

He never went back to school, but, 


after working a year in a brick yard, 
he went to the "dity" (New Philadel- 
phia) to make his start in life.

ling Harvey of Dover, O. Then he 
borrotred & few hundred dollars and 
e*t up business of his own, a job 
printing establishment. 


He still Holds hig membership In 


the Typographical Union. 
He 
or- 


». ganized tno first printers' union 
in 


New Philadelphia, and for several 


years was district organizer for the 
American Federation of Labor. 


HE ENTERS POLITICS 


He entered politics 20 years ago. 


being elected .clerk of Goshen-tp, in 
which New Philadelphia is located. 
He was re elected in 1902, was elect- 
ed county auditor in 1904 and in 1906 
he was re-elected, o\rcommg a 2200 
Republican majority. 


He was next honored with a term 


on the New Philadelphia Scnool Board 
and in 1911 he was elected 
to the 


Fourth Constitutional Convention in 
which he was lined up with the "pro- 
gressive group" and helped draft the 
initiative and referendum and other 
progressive proposals. 


His record in that convention en- 


abled him to land the Democratic nom- 
ination for state auditor In 1912. He 
was elected that year and re-elected \ 
in 1916. In all his career he has never j 
met defeat for public office. 


TREASURY WATCHDOG 


As siate auditor he has "sat on 


the lid" and refused to allow politi- 
cal or any other kind of friendship or

that the taxpayers' money deserves 
and needs protection1. 


During his Incumbency he has re- 


fused to pay more than 4000 bills pre- 
sented to the state and which he held 
to be unjust. As a result, he has been 
sued oftener by'disappointing bill pre- 
senters than have all former state aud- 
itors combined. Official records show 
that the amount Vic saved the state 
by refusing to pay these 1W 
bills 


is now 1498,000.

rHEN John Parsons made his tour thru Indiana in 1840, as 


described in his recently published diary, he found the 


following prices prevailing in Logansport: 


Beef, 3 cents a pound; pork, 2 cents; lard. 5 cent-!, butter, 8 cents; 


cheese, 10 cents; ham, 6 cents; shoulder, 5 cents: flour, $3 a barrel; 
wheat, 56 cents per bushel; oats, 12 cents per bushel; coffee, 25 cents 
a pound, whiskey, 19 cents a gallon. 


In Terre Haute flour was 75 cents higher, wheat 6 cents 


cheaper, butter 5and 6 cents a pound, eggs from 8 to 6 cents a 
dozen, potatoes 10 and 12 cents a bushel, and whiskey was 14 
clnts a gallon. A wedding feast of which Mr. Parsons was 
privileged to partake included "wild turkey, roasted and steam- 
ing hot; a saddle of vension, various vegetables, pies 6f all sorts, 
dishes of wild honey, and a great pot of coffee, with the 'fixinV, 
«8 they called it, of rich cream and a great pan of maple sugar." 
P'rice comparisons are useless unless wages and money in- 


come in general can also be compared, yet the civilization which 
these isolated facts hint at must have had its charms. 
Early 
Indiana was not devoid of good company, of respectable inns, 
of schools, colleges, libraries, and churches, of good music, of 
interest m intellectual and cultural pursuits; and there was a 
time not long after the pioneers had cleared the plains and gone 
on their way westward when a considerable degree of plenty, 
combined with many of the amenities of civilization, made a 
kind of golden age. 
Why should we always insist that every advance in time 


is also progress in other ways? Indiana is certainly less interest- 
ing now, for all of her literary activity and her prosperity. 
TKe fever and shakes have disappeared, but a swarm of modern 
diseases of body and soul have come in their place. 
The old 
inns are abandoned, the game has fled, the automobile hoots 
where once was heard only the suck of hoofs being withdrawn 
from'wet mud as-the solitary traveller made his way over the 
brush-grown plains or thru the dismal forests. 
Can any one say for certain that there has been an advance 


in human happiness? 


Parsimonious America 


*"pHE total indebtedness of the Unij^d States at the end of the 
I JL war was given as twenty-six billions. The war cost us, in 
loans and expenses, about that much. And in the single year 
1919, according to the tax returns, we spent nearly twenty- 
three billions for luxuries. 
Of this grand total it is interesting to note that cigars, an 


obvious and omnipresent extravagance, accounted for only 2 
per cent, or $510,000,000. Cigarettes cost us in all $800,000,- 
000, tobacco and snuff $800,000,000 more, and nearly the same 
amount was lavished for cosmetics and perfumery. Three hun- 
dred millions were laid out on i'urs, $500,000,000 found its way 
to the jewelery establishments, a whole billion went for candy, 
and just a quarter of one for pianos, organs, and phonographs 
Two billions were sunk in automobiles of the unnecessary va- 
riety. The largest sum of all went for "luxurious" food, and 
totalled five billions. Three billions were paid for "luxurious' 
services. 
Chewing gum, pleasure resorts, joy riding, and races 


were other items of huge s'ze. 
Naturally, the records -how only a part of the nation a' 
waste and high living. No\\ that we have a prohibition amend- 
ment no official cognizance is taken of what our citizenry is 
willing to pay, and does pay, to get something to drink now anc 
then. The bill for beverages has been vastly lowered, but i 
still exists and is sufficient in itself to bring the luxuries total for 
1919 far above the high-water mark of national debt. 


Evidently 1919 was not a year of pinching and scraping in 
this republic, not a year of famine and despair. However, it 
should be borne in mind that the more profiteers there are the 
more extravagance there will be, and that a brisk trade in 
diamonds is fairly good proof that a few people have so much 
more money than'they need that a large number must be getting 
along on less than a living wage.

with August, 1920, tho latest date for 
which detailed flgmes are available, 
our exports of coal worn. In round 
terms. 23,000,000 tons \\hils those of 
Great Britain were, in the baiue period, 
but 18,375,000 tons and those of Ger- 
many far less than those of cither the 
United States or Great Britain. 


This change which has brot the 


United States to the head of tho list 
of world coal exporters, is dne, adds 
the bank's statement, both to au in- 
crease in our own exports and d de- 
crease In those of Great Britain and 
Germany. Our coal exports, which ag- 
gregate, in round terms, 28,000,000
